New scholarships that have been endowed 
during the past year will make it possible for 
students to attend college for the first time or 
to return to one of our three locations for their 
best start after time away from the classroom.

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If everything goes according to plan, in the fall of 2022, Itawamba 
Community College students will move in to a new 72,000-square- 
foot, three-story residence hall at the Fulton Campus. 

The facility will have 246 beds, customizable halls/wings for 
separated male and female occupancy and two efficiency apartments 
as well as one for the hall director. The spacious first floor lobby 
will also feature study rooms for residents. There will be improved 
parking lots and a safer pedestrian sidewalk to Shefheld Hall and a 
safer crosswalk to connect residents to the campus. 

“This residence hall will provide an opportunity for 246 additional 
students to experience the total college with on-campus housing,” 
said ICC President Dr. Jay Allen. "We express our appreciation to 
our board of Trustees for their leadership and foresight to proceed 








with this much-needed project.” Housing Director 
Chad Case said that the facility will enable 
more students to participate in extracurricular 
activities. “Students who live on campus complete 
more credit hours and have higher grade point 
averages, become more engaged with the campus 
community, demonstrate higher level of student 
development and interpersonal self-esteem, 
persist and graduate and enjoy easy access to 
campus resources.” 

Members of the president's cabinet, Board of 
Trustees and other VIP guests joined Allen in the 
ceremonial turning of the dirt, which was moved 
inside a tent due to rain from Hurricane Zeta. 
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ICC formally opened its soccer complex at the 
Fulton Campus with a ribbon cutting on 2 cold Oct. 


Тһе building, which was donated to ICC by 
First American National Bank several years ago» has 
been repurposed into a facility that includes а lobby, 
separate locker rooms for the men's and women's 
teams, а shared meeting space, training room and 
д laundry room. There are also entrances for each 
team to access the field and mud rooms to store their 
soccer cleats. Both teams have storage rooms, an 
there is a restroom in the lobby where game officials 
can change clothes before and after games. 

With the addition of volleyball to ICC's list of 
intercollegiate sports, the staff began work on а 
preliminary design to free locker room space in the 


Davis Event Genter (о accommodate the new team 
as well as visiting players. 

“The formal opening of this signature building 1s 
another example of why 1CC 8 facilities are the best 
anywhere," said ICC's Athletic Director Carrie Ball- 
Williamson. “It will enable our coaches to recruit 
some of the best players because it serves a5 4 visual 
reminder that ICC cares enough about our student- 
athletes to provide top-notch accommodations. At 
ICG we take pride in our student-athletes ^ 17 of 
our soccer players earne MACCC academic honors 
in the spring. Our investment in all of our student- 
athletes, such as this facility, 1s an investment 10 their 
future, one that will reap significant dividends tor 
many years to come." 








Jim Mounce grew up іп Ecru, which he 
describes as a small town. He went to Ecru High 


School, where there was no football team. 
He said he always liked football, and he wanted 


to play at a junior college. And so began the road 


that led him to Itawamba Junior College апа 
ultimately to a close connection that continues 


today. 
“I talked to (head football) coach Dudley 


Miller, and he invited me to walk on, as a lot of 
players did at that time," Mounce said. Walking on 


led to a two-year scholarship to ПС, which Mounce 
said equipped him to earn additional degrees as 


well as for life.

Jennie Witt lived 1n Pontotoc. She said that 


she thought that she wanted to be a teacher, and 
she had planned to go to college somewhere else. 
She changed her mind, and instead, enrolled at 
IJC. Subsequently, she married Jim Mounce, went 
to Ole Miss, taught one year and substituted “just 
to keep my foot in the door." being an educator 
today, especially during a pandemic, 15 much 
different from what she learned and practiced. Her 
first grade granddaughter has been doing ZDOM 
learning every day, which definitely wasn't the 
norm during her teaching career. *It would be very 
difficult to be an educator today,” she said. 





The Mounces never forgot their roots, 
which ran deep in Pontotoc County. As 
a result, they have established the Jennie 
Witt Mounce Adult Learner Endowed 
Scholarship, which is awarded to an 
elementary education major 21 years of age 
or older who must have completed 30 hours 
at ICC and maintain an overall 2.5 grade 
point average. The first selection preference 
is for Pontotoc County students, and second, 
Lee County. 

Collectively, the Mounces' life Journey 
took them to Fulton to Ole Miss to Tupelo 
and to Omaha, Nebraska where he was 
chief financial officer, chief operating officer 
and president/CEO of Woodmen of the 
World Insurance Company. He connected 
again with ТОСО» Foundation when he 
retired in 2008. 

Mounce sees his current service оп the 
Foundation board as an opportunity to give 
back. “I recognize how important ТОС was 
to me and 1s to other students.” 

Both Mounces know first-hand the need 
for a solid educational foundation. 

“That’s why we chose to establish 
this scholarship for adult learners," Jennie 
Mounce said. ^We have many fond 
memories, and we recognize just how 
important education is. It 15 important to 
provide a way for adults to go to college." 
The Mounces said that they personally 
know the stories of many who started to 
college years after high school, after they 
started families. 

“It’s simply a way of giving back,” 
Jim Mounce said. "Fundraising and 
scholarships go hand-in-hand. Many have 
financial need, and it 1s a way to help 
students continue their education." 





He emphasizes the importance of 
junior/community colleges because a lot 
of students aren't ready to go to senior 
institutions just out of high school. It 1s their 
first step. “I thoroughly enjoyed my time at 
ICC,” Mounce said. “I learned that you get 
out of something what you put in.” 

Mounce later earned advanced degrees 
and a juris doctorate, but he never forgot 
the lessons he learned on the football field 
and as a student at IJC. He learned how 
to learn and how to participate, especially 
in student government. “Football 1s truly a 
team sport," he continued. “You learn to 
respect the talent and dedication of your 
fellow players. You learn to listen to other 
people and surround yourself with the 
best people possible." He has carried these 
lessons with him. 

As for ТОС in 2021 vs. when the 
Mounces attended, they agree that it’s 
“more conducive for learning. It was great 
then, but much better today...It looked like 
a high school then but looks like a college 
now,” Jennie Mounce said. 

Supporting ICC 1s vital, both noted. “It 
Is very important to us," Jennie Mounce 
explained. “We had two great years, went 
on from here, and we would encourage 
anyone to give." Her husband concurred, 
“Donating gives a foundation for the future. 
We recognize that many need financial 
help and an opportunity to continue their 
education." 

Both current and future students will 
benefit from the Mounces’ generosity and 
appreciate their journey, which has led 
them back to ТОС, where it all began. 








Kayla Dianne 
Nichole Murphree Black 
didn’t let “having the deck 
stacked against her,” as her 
Respiratory Care Technology 
instructors said, stop her from 
being her best 1n spite of life's 
circumstances. 

Program director Adam Denton and 
clinical director Beth Bowers agreed that Black 
had a model work ethic and did her best even if her 
car didn't start or if she slid off the road on her way to 
classes or clinicals. 

And for a 24-year-old mother of two, that 1s 
indeed an accomplishment. 

That 1s why her classmates and instructors have 
established a scholarship for Black, who died on 
April 24, 2019 in a car accident. “It 1s important to 
honor her because 'the deck was stacked against her; 
Bowers said. As soon as she was out of class, she was 
in her scrubs headed to work. 

Black was a Certified Nursing Assistant at 
Pontotoc Health and Rehab. She had earned 
her Practical Nurse license and was scheduled to 
graduate from ICC's Respiratory Care program in 
May that year. 

Black's goal, Bowers said, was to make more 
money for her family and a better life. 

Denton agreed with Bowers’ assessment. “Гуе 


У - 


been here for 
15 years, and 
every year, we 
have had a student 
like Kayla. She was 
a classic nontraditional 
student, and she worked 
so hard. We knew some of 
the struggles she had at home, 
financial struggles. Kayla was 24, not 19. 
Secretly we had a sweet spot for her, and wanted her 
to succeed.” 

He said that Black was the most classic example 
of adult learners in respiratory care. “She 19 a living, 
walking example. The first in her family to go to 
college. Young single mom. Eager to learn. If she 
didn’t do well, she sucked it up, and said ‘it’s my 
fault." 

Bowers said she didn't have to look when her 
phone dinged or rang between 5 and 5:30 a.m. She 
knew that it was Kayla. "I've slid off the highway. I've 
had a flat. My car wouldn't start." But Kayla never 
complained, Bowers said. “She never said, “oh, poor is 
me." 

Kayla would always ask to leave early for work, 
Bowers said. “I would give her permission because 
she was always here. These students have so much 
against them; they are on a banana peel. What a way 
to honor someone like her and honor her story with

With her work schedule and family, she didn’t have 
a lot of time to devote to friendships with her classmates. 
However, two weeks before her accident, Black shared 
with Nicky Holt that when she made more money, she 
was going to buy a better car, a memory that her friend 
remembers with smiles and tears. 

But Black’s friends like Holt, respiratory care 
instructors, hospital therapists and IGC’s health science 
family are raising funds for this annual scholarship to 
honor her memory. 

Last fall they raised a lot of money from a soup 
luncheon. Bowers said that two classes made soups and 
desserts. ^A lot of people just walked up and gave money. 
Some didn't take the soup. Nursing students gave money, 
and they didn't know her, didn't know us." Due to 
COVID-19, the luncheon was scrubbed for this year, but 
Bowers said it would resume. 

Bowers said that the reason that all of the health 
sciences family were eager to share their resources 1s that 
they are “a different breed. We are wired differently. We 
are going into the medical area. T hey found out that this 
person was ‘my age and died.” 

Some of ТС О» sophomore respiratory care students 
have similar Ше stories as Kayla Black. One, a mother 
of four children, lives more than 40 miles away from 
Tupelo. ‘Tack on more distance for clinicals. She's up at 
3 a.m. and out the door at 4 a.m. As Denton said, many 





have similar stories and potential barriers. “We ask them 
if they struggle to notify someone.” One student lived in 
a house with a dirt floor. Everyone in that class received 
$600 for boards, but that student took the money to buy 
groceries. “We don't know their struggles.” 

This scholarship 1s important, Denton noted, 
especially to students іп the health sciences. “$500 
doesn't seem like а lot of money, but 1t goes a long way. 
Healthcare programs are expensive." Іп fact, 80 percent 
of expenditures are up front, and some students don't 
have the money for a flu shot, which 1s required. 

The scholarship will assist someone financially with 
expenses that they have to pay out-of-pocket or even with 
securing better transportation, such as Black needed. 
“We watched Kayla work so hard," Bowers said. “We 
wanted to alleviate situations with our future students. 
They are learning a career here." 

“We want to make sure to extend an opportunity 
that some take for granted іп Kayla' s memory,’ Denton 
noted. “She would be tickled to death to know we are 
helping someone in finishing a degree by honoring her 
memory. Somebody is going to come out shining a lot 
better.”
